A MESSAGE FROM THE MINISTER 


With the reorganization of school 
JULLSATCUIONS to bevertrective January 1, 1969, it is an 
appropriate time to take the next major step in the 
development of programs for trainable retarded children. 
Bill 120, An Act to amend The Secondary Schools and Boards 
of Education Act, received 3rd Reading on June 7, 1968, 
and Royal Assent on June 13, 1968. The Bill provides 
for the dissolution of Retarded Children's Education 
Authorities, and for the operation of schools for trainable 
Pevdrdcdecn) lorenaby sly ts tonal boards OF Education. 


The new legislation will relieve the 
associations of any financial responsibility for the 
school programs, and will spread the cost of programs for 
trainable retarded children across the entire tax base 
which is being provided by the new larger units of 
school administration. 


The Ontario Association for the Mentally 
Retarded, and its local affiliated associations, cannot 
be commended too highly for their efforts in the 
establishment of schools. Since it is the desire to retain 
the interest and guidance of the associations, the 
legislation provides for the establishment by a 
divisional board of an Advisory Committee for Trainable 
Retarded Children. Each Committee will consist of six 
members of whom three will be appointed by the divisional 
Board of Education from among its members, and three who 
will be appointed by the local association or associations. 


In the preparation of the legislation, 
I have censulted with the Ontario Association for the 
Mentally Retarded, and the Federation of Retarded 
Children's Education Authorities of Ontario, and officials 
of school boards. I should like at this time to express 
my appreciation to these organizations for their suggestions 
and the overall contribution which they have made in the 
development of the legislation.

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FINANCE 


Funds for the operation of programs 
for trainable retarded children, both current and capital, 
will be raised in the same manner as for secondary schools. 
Therefore, the schools will be supported by both public and 
separate school taxpayers. The representatives of the 
separate school supporters on the divisional boards for 
secondary school purposes will also be representatives 
for the purpose of the programs for trainable retarded 
Chala nen.

THE INTERIM SCHOOL ORGANIZATION COMMITTEE 


Interim School Organization Committees 
have been established for each school division which will 
be under the jurisdiction of a new board of education as 
Ofewanilaty alee OO. 


It is suggested that, within each 
school division, the chairman of each Retarded Children's 
Education Authority, and the president of each Association 
for Retarded Children or Association for the Mentally 
Retarded, meet as soon as possible to select one representative 
to meet with the Interim School Organization Committee. 


The -Interim School Organization 
Committee may wish to appoint as a subcommittee, any or all 
of the chairmen of authorities, and presidents of associations, 
Within thelig iUbisaLlet ion . 


Function of the Committee 


The responsibility of the committee is 
to prepare a comprehensive report providing information about 
the existing school systems to be administered by the new 
board. 


The tollowing information in regard to 
Retarded Children's Education Authorities should be included 
in the report: 


(1) Summary of Statements of Authority Policy 


General conditions of employment such as salary 
schedules, sick leave, insurance, etc.; after-hours 
use of school buildings; transportation of pupils; 
extra-curricular activities. 


(2) Summary of Statements of Pm cedure 


Preparation of the budget; Authority meeting 
procedures; purchase of supplies and equipment, 
ecco.

VI 
ADVISORY COMMITTEES 


Upon the formation of the new boards, 
each divisional board of a school division that operates one 
or more schools = tor trainable retarded children, shall 
establish an advisory committee on schools for trainable 
retardedecnitaren. 


Each divisional board that does not 
operate one or more schools for trainable retarded children 
shall, at the request of the local association, establish 
an advisory committee on schools for trainable retarded 
children. 


Each advisory committee shall consist 
of six members of which three members shall be appointed 
by the divisional board from among its members, and three 
members shall be appointed by the local association. Where 
there is more than one local association these three members 
shall be appointed at a joint meeting of the associations 
concerned.
